to the Commission In the manner specified under these regulations, in 
Form-I appended to these regulations and shall be accompanied by such 
fee as may be prescribed by the Central Government: 

Provided that till such time the fee is prescribed by the Centra! 
Government, the application for grant of licence for inter-state trading shall 
be accompanied by a fee of Rs.1.00 lakh (Rupees one lakh only) payable 
through Bank Dfaft/Pay Order drawn in favour of Assistant Secretary, 
Central Electricity Regulatory Commission, New Delhi, and the fee so paid 
shall be subject to adjustment as and when the fee is prescribed by the 
Central Government.

CHAPTER - IV: TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF THE LICENCE 

7. Obligations of the Licensee 


The licensee shall be subject to the following obligations; namely:- 
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(a) The licensee shall comply with the requirements of laws in force and, in 
particular, the Act, the Rules and. the Regulations, Grid Code, orders 
and directions issued by the Commission and the State Electricity 
Regulatory Commission (s) from time to time; 

(b) The licensee shall increase his net worth if the volume of trade moves 
from a lower category to a higher category and the change of category 
shall be decided based on the volume of electricity traded as on 31®* 
March of each year, and of which the licensee shall keep the 
Commission informed of his moving from one category to the other and 
subsequent changes in the net worth; 

(c) The licensee shall be subject to the trading margins for the inter-state 
trading as fixed by the Commission, from time to time; 

(d) The licensee shall be governed by the technical requirements, capital 
adequacy requirements and creditworthiness specified by the 
Commission in these regulations, for being an electricity trader and shall 
upgrade these technical and capital adequacy requirements, including 
staff, when the volume of trading increases; 

(e) The licensee shall establish adequate communication facilities like 
telephone, fax, computer, internet facilities, before undertaking trading; 

(f) The licensee shall coordinate with Regional Electricity Boards or 
Regional Power Committees, as the case may be, the Regional Load 
Despatch Centres/State Load Despatch Centres, and Central 
Transmission Utility/State Transmission Utilities with regard to all 
trading- related activities; 

(g) The licensee shall render all assistance to any person authorised by the 
Commission for carrying out his duties relating to the licence; 









(h) Trac^ ^haHH be canted out bilateraify b^ween the parttes by entering 
into appropriate contracts. Necessary sstecH^arcte ¥rite regard to supply 
of eteciricity tteough trading, or payment for the etectric^ traded shai 
be included in the agreements b^ween the parttes. Aft bacftng 
fi^ngemefYts shaft be done through the letters of credft or with any 
other superior bistrument;
